"There were constant explosions and 


with every explosion the flames shot 
a hundred feet into the air. and bales 
of cotton were hurled 200 feet high. 


Captain Susukl of the Tokuyo Maru 


said the fire started in the coal bunkers 
and xvas due, he believed, to spontan- 
tous combustion. The ship carried lOtrO 
tons of coal, 700 tons of fuel oil, and 
a bis cargo of nitrates, lumber and cot- 
ton.
